Allowed claims: 18, 20, 22, and 23 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding claims 18, none of the prior art alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of an eyeglass lens as disclosed above specifically wherein the first layer is configured to 
correct at least one lower order aberration along an optical axis of a patient, and in which the 
second layer comprises a plurality of zones, wherein each of the zones corrects for higher order 
aberrations of the patient. 

Specifically regarding claims 20, none of the prior art alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of an eyeglass lens as disclosed above specifically configured to create aberrations that 
warp a patient's retinal image around dysfunctional retinal tissue. 

Specifically regarding claim 22, none of the prior art alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of an eyeglass lens as disclosed above specifically wherein the varying index of refraction 
layer is configured to correct for reading vision. 

Specifically regarding claim 23, none of the prior art alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of an eyeglass lens as disclosed above specifically wherein second layer comprises a 
plurality of zones, each of the zones being configured wherein the varying index of refraction in 
the zones corrects fro the patient's vision at a second distance.
